Canadian Centennial Collectors Club

Contact me at pbecker1964- 
numismatist@yahoo.ca. The CCCC was founded in 2014 with 
30 charter members and holds meetings primarily at the ONA 
and RCNA annual conventions. Though relatively small in 
nature, over half the membership attends these events and 
actively participates or supports activities. 


In a nut shell, there are three main collecting areas for Canadi- 
an Centennial collectors: 


1. 1967 Canadian Centennial: That commemorate the 
100th birthday of Canada’s Confederation that 
happened in 1967. 

EXPO ‘67: The world’s fair that happened in Montré- 
al during 1967. 

1967 Dated Issues: Struck during 1967 but didn’t have 
Centennial or EXPO ‘67 motivation behind it getting 
struck. 


Purists stick to only items with the Centennial symbol or 
1867-1967 while the more diversified collect EXPO and 
Centennial material. Ambitious collectors pursue all of the 
above and any items dated 1967. Given the enormous 
amount of commemorative items produced that year, it's 
impossible to have a complete collection. What you saw on 
display was just a tiny sample and many of the items highlight- 
ed in the slide show would by themselves make for a lengthy 
presentation. Brian Thomson who created the presentation 
regularly contributes articles as do other members on some of 
the more popular and fascinating material. 


Previously undocumented Centennial numismatic items 
surface now and again and one of the objectives of the club 
celebrating it's 5th anniversary is to produce a catalogue which 
will aid future collectors in their search. 2017 in particular 
witnessed numerous replicas while also paying tribute to the 
forgotten designs of 1927 in honour of the 60th anniversary 
which were never produced for circulation. It's no wonder then 
that 1967 was such a spectacular year for commemorative 
items. Fast forward to 1992 and aside from the RCM Provin- 
cial 25 cent coins, there's not a whole lot to engage the 
average Canadian. A much bigger effort was made in 2017 
including a dismal circulation coin program where to this day 
very few sesquicentennial coins circulate among the general 
public. 


Leading into September's presentation, many CCCC members 
naturally also collect items from the 125th and more recently 


150th, though perhaps to a much lesser degree. Likewise 
further interest in Centennial collectibles has been generated 
as a result of the more recent milestones. 


| have personally taken the purist approach for the latter to 
include 1967-2017 and some coins with commemorative 
packaging such as the “Heart of Our Nation” and “Proudly 
Canadian” $3 silver coins with 1867-2017. After all it's 
always best to collect what you like that's within your budget 
and enjoy the hunt rather than trying to obtain one of every- 
thing produced.

What’s Up With These Starting Bids? 


When a well-known dealer retired last year, Auction Network sold off the dealer’s lots over a few weeks (actually turned into 
about two months). Now you could bid the starting bid and higher on these items. You’d get iCollector alerts when you were 
losing so you could change your bid, to get you into a winning position. The strange thing is, in many cases you had the high- 
est bids but these items didn’t show up on your invoice. They did however show up in the next day’s auction again, and so 
you bid again, and the same thing happened. It appears if the bid wasn’t high enough, they just cancelled the sale of that 
item or pulled it. So what is the point of a starting bid? If you have a minimum that must be achieved before the sale can go 
through, then make that your opening bid. 


Now recently a token that was supposed to be GOLD had an opening bid of only 50 cents (July 11, 2018, lot 225). Seemed 
very odd for 13grams GOLD coin. July 18, 2018, auction is over, so check the listing for lot 225, it reads “NOT SOLD 
(BIDDING OVER), HIGH BID WAS 52.50 CAD”. Why not, your starting bid was only 50 cents? Next its listed as lot 1531A in 
the auction closing August 12, 2018. Again, it has an opening bid of 50 cents. When | seen what token it was, | said it may 
be political (KUhne + Nagel ) and that’s why it wasn’t selling. So finally the item seems to be sold but the winning bid is not 
disclosed. Is it really sold, or will it show up again in another AN weekly event? On August 13, the items for the Aug 15-16 
and the 18-19 auctions, were not yet listed yet.

Since 1890, when the business was founded in Bremen, Germany, by August 
Kuhne and Friedrich Nagel, Kuhne + Nagel has grown into one of the world’s 
leading transport and logistics providers. Today, the KUhne + Nagel Group has 
some 1,300 offices in over 100 countries, with around 79,000 employees, and 
its contracts- freight amount to at least 10 percent of the world’s goods. In 
2015, Forbes valued the massive multi-national at £12.8 billion. 


In March 2016, the company made headlines around the world when Kuhne + 

Nagel was portrayed in a new study as the removal firm of choice for the Nazis 
during the Holocaust. Its trucks and warehouses had a virtual monopoly on the movement and storage of the possessions 
stolen from Jews sent to extermination camps to be murdered — with one critic branding its actions as akin to ’corpse robbing’. 


Upon its creation and during the war years, it dominated Europe’s seafaring transport industry but afterwards branched out 
to encompass airfreight and specialized freighting services. However, the company does not come well out of the study 
carried out by historian Johannes Beermann and carried out over most of 2015 to coincide with celebrations marking the 
125th anniversary of the firm’s founding.

‘Freight carriers played a central role in the robbery policies of the Nazis in Europe,' said the academic who has been probing the 
links between the global company and the regime during the 12 year lifespan of the Third Reich. He discovered that K+N played 
a key role in the so-called 'M Action' - plundering the homes of western Jews who had been deported. Furniture, clothing and 
possessions were stored in vast warehouses and either sold at knock-down prices or distributed to Germans who lost everything 
in Allied bombing raids. 


The first cargo ship from Amsterdam arrived in December 1942 in Bremen. On board were 220 armchairs, 105 beds, 363 
tables, 598 chairs, 126 wall units, 35 sofas, 307 boxes containing glassware, 110 mirrors, 158 lamps, 32 watches, a 
gramophone and two baby strollers. It consisted of the possessions of the Dutch Jews who had previously been deported in the 
summer in concentration camps. The steamer was chartered by Kuhne + Nagel. 


‘AS a service provider, they had a major role in the economic extermination of Jews in Europe,’ says Beerman. He said heads of 
state and Nazi party departments did not possess the know-how to practically implement the logistics of the mass thievery of 
Jewish property. 'Kuhne + Nagel had a virtual monopoly on the lucrative transport. For seaport freight forwarders such as Kuhne 
+ Nagel the start of WW2 was a huge business opportunity,’ he said. 


More than one million cubic metres of furniture was shipped from the Netherlands, France, Belgium and Luxembourg - the 
contents of 70,000 Jewish homes - back to Germany up until August 1944, and half of that was carrtied out by K+N. 'This is a 
form of corpse robbing,’ said Frank Bajohr of the Munich Centre for Holocaust studies. 


'The genocide of the Nazis was a bureaucratically organized process of individuals, institutions and companies. And Kuhne + 
Nagel was involved in this process. | see the company in the relative proximity to mass murder.’ He added that although no 
company representative stood at the edge of death pits or in extermination camps, the company bears corporate responsibility 
for its role in the Holocaust. For its part, the company said: 'KUhne + Nagel is aware of the shameful incidents during the period 
of the Third Reich and regrets very much the fact that it has exercised its activities in part on behalf of the Nazi regime.’ 


Historian Jaromir Balcar, who carried out the research with Beerman, said many other companies in Nazi German acted as 
accomplices in the robbery of the doomed Jews. 'We wanted to examine how logistics firms in the Third Reich behaved,' he 
said. 'All companies from whom we requested an answer gave us a rejection. 'This reminds me of the 1980's when everyone 
wanted to sweep the Nazis under the carpet.’ 


|These top 2 Kihne + Nagel International Ag Switzerland 50mm diameter Silver medals 
are issued for Loyal Service. It appears the medallion is issued in different metal com- 
positions (including gold) reflected in length of service. 


© |The bottom one is a 1900 German 'Kiihne + Nagel 50mm round medal for Loyal Ser- 
vice.

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A “short snorter” is a banknote inscribed by people traveling 
together on an aircraft. The tradition was started by Alaskan 
bush flyers in the 1920s and spread through the military and 
commercial aviation. 


In August 1925, Jack Ashcroft and other bush pilots played a 
challenge game with them. When the “short snorter” was 
signed, the collector would have to produce it upon request, if 
not, they are bound to give the signer a drink (aka a “snort”). 
Similar to “challenge coins and pocket pieces”. You can find 
“short snorters” on eBay, iCollector, esty, and other auction 
venues. 


During World War Il “short snorters” were signed by flight 
crews and conveyed good luck to soldiers crossing the Atlantic. 
Friends would take the local currency and sign each other’s 
bills creating a “keepsake of your buddies’ signatures.” 


The General Hoyt Vandenberg “short snorter” (shown above) 
was Stated in June 1942 flight over the mid-Atlantic. The Harry 
Hopkins “short snorter” was collected on July 25, 1942, by an 
aide of Franklin D. Roosevelt at a London Conference. The D. 
Ray Comish “short snorter” was collected January 1943 at the 
Casablanca Conference by Dixie Clipper. The Averell Harriman 
“short snorter” was collected by him at the January 1943 
Casablanca Conference as well. The General George S. Patton 
“short snorter” signatures were also collected at the Casablan- 
ca Conference. The Yalta “short snorter” signatures were 
collected on February 4-11, 1945 by Steve Early at Yalta, on 
the Crimean Peninsula.

United Israel Appeal 


This is a United Israel Appeal bronze medallion commemo- 
rating the “1920-1970 Israel Keren Hayesod Jubilee”. 
Keren Hayesod, was established as the chief financial 
instrument of the Zionist Organization to finance its activi- 
ties in developing the country. Following the Balfour Decla- 
ration, the Zionist Congress held in London in July 1920, 
decided to establish the fund by means of which it was 
hoped to mobilize the financial participation of world Jewry 
in the economic development of Palestine. With the estab- 
lishment of the State, the proceeds of the Foundation Fund 
were directred towards a wide range of Zionist goals such as 
immigration and absorption, settlement, development of 
water resources as well as towards industrial investments; 
electricity, shipping, etc. In time, many of these functions 
were taken over by the Government and Keren Hayesod was 
left to concentrate upon aiding immigrants, absorption, and 
financing of the Zionist Organization’s activities abroad.

Bronze number to 
6996, 144 have been melted. Silver to 4000 of which 10 
have been melted. Gold numbered to 1704 and 59 have 
been melted. Designers: Zelig Segal (obverse) and Yitzhak 
Pugacz (reverse). Engraving by Moshe Nov. Mint: Silver 
45mm-—Hecht 250 from 2999 to 3248 have been minted in 
which obverse and reverse are exchanged.

Did you know: This puzzle coin was inspired by the Centennial 
Flame featured on the central coin. The Centennial Flame 
is located just inside the Queen's Gates in the forecourt of 
Parliament's Centre Block. It was originally a temporary 
installation for Canada's centennial celebrations in 1967, but 
became permanent due to its popularity. The basin is made of 
red Canadian granite and features the bronze armorial 
bearings, floral emblem and year of entry for each province 
and territory that was part of Confederation in 1967. The water

FABIEN RENE EDOUARD CAMPEAU 


(DYK #091) by Scott E. Douglas 


Did You Know......that F.R.E. Campeau, an accountant and bookkeeper, would go on to become a respected philanthropist 
and pioneer Ottawa numismatist? 


Fabien Rene Edouard Campeau was born in Quebec City on July 8, 1844. He obtained his | 
education at the College of Levis and at the Quebec Seminary. 


For several years he was in the hardware business but eventually accepted a position as 
accountant and cashier for the Minister of Inland Revenue in Quebec. 


Campeau was involved in many organizations during his lifetime. “La Societe de Secours | 
Mutuels Franco-Canadien” was founded in 1878 by Campeau with him serving as President. In 
1886 Campeau was General President of the St. Jean Baptiste Society and in 1887 he was 
made a Chavelier of the Order of St.Sulpice. In 1891 Campeau organized the Ottawa Canning 
Company Limited becoming its first President. Campeau was also one of the founders of La 
Societe Numismatique d’Ottawa and served as the organizations first President. 


Campeau was a collector of insects and minerals as well as coins and medals but eventually all his attention was turned to 
Canadian tokens and medals. Along with F.X. Paquet and W.R. McColl these three gentlemen were responsible for the 
fabrication of some wonderfully collectible off metal strikes of some of the issues of Pritchard and Andrews Co. Ltd with the 
sole purpose of trading with other collectors for pieces not in their respective collections. Frowned upon at the time these 
pieces are highly sought after and treasured by collectors today. Campeau joined the American Numismatic Association in 
June 1902 and was assigned number 389. Canadian numismatist S.S. Heal of Toronto was his membership sponsor. 
Fabien Rene Edouard Campeau died at his Ottawa home on February 23, 1916. He was 71 years of age. 


One of F.R.E. Campeau’s personal cards features the Central Canada Exhibition at Ottawa and was issued in 1888.
